Other units are available to han¬ 
dle stickers that may be as big as 
bumper stickers. 

One model, the D-5, lets you load 
up to five different rolls of stickers 
for automatic dispensing. Manual 
units that advance the paper with a 
twist knob also are available at 
less cost, but they operate much 
more slowly. 

The bottom line: At $325 for the 
4%-inch model I’ve been using, I 
can see where the sticker price on 
this powered gadget seems a bit 
high for such a specific task. But if 
you affix more than 1,000 each 
month, I think you’ll find the Dis¬ 
pensa-matic a welcome addition to 
the office.
